Dear Jim and Roberta: 

Just a short note for the record. The FBIS report of 
August 31 carried an eye opening AFP story from Paris 
(attached). The first sentence stated "the Permanent 
Assembly for Human Rights and the Communist Party of 
Argentina expressed their concern here today over the 
disappearance and kidnappings of their members. The 
PCA submitted a document ..." 


I raised the story with Emilio Mignone. He assured 
me that the Assembly had never issued a joint state¬ 
ment with the PCA (nor any other political party). 

He suggested that the AFP article combined separate 
statements sent by the Assembly and the PCA regarding 
human rights questions into one misleading presenta¬ 
tion. I just received a copy of the PCA’s press 
statement which/verifies Mignone’s comments. The 
PCA document lists some 102 PCA members who have 
disappeared in Argentina since the coup and asks 
government support in locating them. There is no 
mention/of the Assembly. (The Assembly's latest 
(and strongest) statement is also enclosed F^I.)
